Elba Mayor Tom Maddox proclaims January 
as “Human Trafficking Awareness Month” 


Elba Mayor Tom Maddox 
has proclaimed January 
to be Human Trafficking 
Awareness Month in the 


City of Elba. 
Alabama’s Human 
Trafficking | Awareness 


Month was. established 
in January 2011 in obser- 
vance of National Human 
Trafficking Awareness Day 
to proclaim the equality 
and freedom of all people, 
to advocate for legislation, 
to educate leaders, and to 
encourage public aware- 
ness to the various forms of 
human trafficking. Human 
trafficking occurs when an 
adult or child is recruited, 
harbored, obtained, or 
exported through force, 
fraud, or coercion for the 
purpose of sexual exploita- 
tion, forced labor, involun- 
tary servitude, debt bond- 
age, and other methods of 
slavery. 

According to the proc- 
lamation signed by Mayor 
Maddox, the United States 
government estimates that 
600,000 to 800,000 indi- 
viduals are trafficked across 
internationals borders each 
year and exploited through 
forced labor and forced 
sexual activity. Also, the 
National Center for Missing 
and Exploited Children 
‘estimates that 100,000 — 
300,000 children are at risk 
for being trafficked in the 
United States. 

In 2017, the University 
of Alabama identified 1,167 
RTE NS MER 


human trafficking victims 
within the state of Alabama 
with 57 percent of those 
being minors. Homeland 
Security has identified vic- 
tims as young as 9-years- 
old. 

Elba’s proclamation notes 
the first step in eliminating 
human trafficking is to edu- 
cate the community. 

“We must work to ensure 
that all residents are aware 
of this problem, how to 
spot it, and how to 


it,’ Maddox confirmed in 
signed the proclamation. 
“We must work together as 
a community to bring vic- 
tims to safety and to punish 
human traffickers.” 

The mayor asked all res- 
idents of Elba to join in 
raising the visibility of this 
crime whose victims are all 
too often invisible. 

“Together, we can 
become more informed and 
work to combat its injus- 
tices,” Maddox said.

ADPH says COVID-19 boosters 


now authorized 

The Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Health 
(ADPH) has sent a health 
alert network message to 
Alabama healthcare pro- 
viders notifying them that 
the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC) and its Advisory 
Committee on Immuniza- 
tion Practices (ACIP) have 
endorsed new recommen- 
dations for COVID-19 vac- 
cinations. 

The updates came about 
after a thorough and ongo- 
ing review of the available 
safety and efficacy data by 
the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration in the setting of 
surging COVID-19 cases 
in adults and children, the 
CDC noted. Known and 
potential benefits of ad- 
ditional doses were deter- 
mined to outweigh any po- 
tential risks of vaccine. 

Changes are summarized 
as follows:.. | daa: 

Authorizesjthe yse.of the 
Pfizer-BioNTech vaccine 
as a single booster dose in 
individuals 12 through 15 
years of age. Previously, 
the booster dose of the vac- 
cine was authorized for 
adolescents 16 years of age 
and older. 

Lowers the authorized 
dosing interval of a booster 
dose to at least five months 
after completion of a Pfiz- 
er-BioNTech or Moderna 

imary series. This autho- 
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for ages 12-15 
tization extends to those 
receiving a two-dose Pfiz- 
er-BioNTech and Moderna 
primary series. The booster 
dose after the Johnson and 
Johnson/Janssen vaccine 
remains at two months. 
Both the Moderna and 
Johnson &Johnson/Janssen 
vaccines are only autho- 
rized in those 18 years of 
age and older. 

Authorizes a third prima- 
ry series dose of the Pfizer- 
BioNTech vaccine admin- 
istered at least 28 days 
following the two-dose 
regimen of this vaccine in 
individuals 5- through 11 
years of age who are deter- 
mined to be moderately to 
severely immunocompro- 
mised. Previously, the vac- 
cine was authorized only 
for those 12 years of age 
and older with an immuno- 
compromising condition. 
No changes were made to 
the previously authorized 
use of the vaccine for those 
12 years of age and older 
with immunocompromise. 

No updates were made 
for the Johnson & Johnson/ 
Janssen vaccine, although 
the CDC reports that a con- 
tinuous review of the data 
is ongoing. The mRNA 
vaccine product continues 
to be preferred for the pri- 
mary series and the booster 
dose. 

Studies show that after 
getting vaccinated against 
COVID-19, protection de- 
creases over time and may 
also be decreased due to 
changes in circulating vari- 
ants. Pediatric COVID-19 
vaccines are available at 
some pediatric offices, lo- 
cal health departments and 
pharmacies.
